That was a regular fatless day for I ,h<‘lr ejes and tortuitd them wirh 
us, until they rigged up bogies and got ba.von« s . 
Three others were brought

The Belgian told me he was at N a­ 
mur when tile Germans began shelling 
it. The bombardment lasted the whole 
of August 21 and 22, 1914. 
They cen­ 
tered their fire on the prison, the hos­ 
pital, and the railw ay station. 
They 
entered the town at four o’clock in the 
afternoon of August 23. During the 
first twenty-four hours, they behaved 
themselves, but on the 24th they began 
firing at anyone they pleased, and set 
I fire to different houses on five of the 
principal squares. 
Then they ordered every one to leave 
his house, and those who did not were 
shot. 
The others, about four hundred 
in all, were drawn up in front of the 
church, close to tho river hank. 
The 
Belgian said he could never forget how 
they all looked. 
“ I can remember just how* it was,” 
he said. “ There were eight men, whom 
I knew' very well, standing in a row' 
with several priests. 
Next came two 
good friends of mine named Balbau 
and Guillaume, with Balbau’s sewen- 
teen-year-old son; then two men who 
had taken refuge iii a barn and had 
been discovered and blinded; then tw*o 
other mea whom I had never seen be­ 
fore. 
“ It was awful to see the w ay the 
women were crying— ‘Shoot me too. 
shoot me with my husband.”

There was a Belgian in one of the j 
other wards, whom I got to know pretty 
well, and he would often come over 
and visit me. 
H e asked many ques­ 
tions about Dixmude, for lie had had 
relatives there, though he had lost 
track of them. 
Ile often tried to de­ 
scribe the house they had lived in, so 
that I might tell him whether it was 
still standing or not, but I could not j 
remember the place he spoke of. I)ur- 
TLL* talks, he told me about many 
atrocities. 
Some of the things he told 
me I had heard before, and some of 
them I heard of afterward. 
Here are 
some things that he either saw or 
heard of from victim s; 
H e said that when the Germans en­ 
tered the town of St. Quentin, they < 
started firing into the windows as they 
passed along. First, after they had oc­ 
cupied *he town, they bayoneted every j 
workingman they could find. 
T h e n ! 
they turk about half of the children 
that they could find, and killed them 
with their musket butts. 
After this, 
they marched tile remainder of the chil­ 
dren and tim women to the square, 
where they had lined up a row of male

hands, too, and took hold of hers. And 
then liq twisted her wrists and broke 
them. W e heard the snap. 
There were men in that ward who 
had not been on foot since the day 
they came to the hospital, aud one of 
them was supposed to be dying, but it’ 
is an absolute fact that when we heard 
lier scream, there was not a man left 
in bed. 
I need not tell you what we did to 
the German. 
They did not need to 
shoot him, after we got through with 
him. They did shoot what was left of 
him, to make sure, though. 
Now, I have heard people say that 
it is not the Germans we are fighting, 
but the kaiser and his system. Well, 
bit may be true that Some of the Boche 
soldiers would not do these things if 
they did not have to: myself, I am not 
so sure. 
But you take this doctor. 
Here he 
was, an educated man, who had been 
trained all bis life to help people who 
were in pain, and not to cause it. Aud 
he was not where he would have to 
obey tile kaiser or any other German. 
And this nurse had saved his life. 
So I do not see that there is any 
argument about it. 
H e broke that 
girl's wrists because he wanted to; 
that is all there is to it. 
Now’, I say 
this German doctor was a dirty cur 
and a scoundrel. 
But I say that he is 
a fair sample of most of the Germans 
I have met. And it is Germans of this 
kind that we are fighting— not merely 
the kaiser. 
It is like going to college. 
I have 
never been there, but I have heard 
some people say it did not do a man 
any good to go. 
But I have never 
heard a man who went there say that. 
Probably you have not been over there, 
and maybe you think we are not fight­ 
ing the German people, but only the 
kaiser and his flunkeys. 
Well, nobody bud better tell mo that. 
Because I have been there, and I have 
seen tb:s.

M y wound was just a clean gunshot 
w'oimd and not very serious, so, al* 
1 th o u g h it was not completely healed, 
they let me go after three weeks. But 
I before I went, I saw something that 
no man of us w ill ever forget.

J of the legion I have told about, 
j • One of the patients was a German 
doctor, who had been picked up in No 
I Man’s Land, very seriously wounded. 
I He was given the same treatment ms 
J any of us, that is, the very best, but 
finally, the doctors gave him up.

Bu t there was a nurse there, who 
took special interest in his case, and 
she stayed up day and night for some 
I time and finally brought him through.
